French envoy

PARIS. — Indignation over the 
release of Arab terrorist Abu Daoud 
spread throughout France yesterday 
as Justice Minister Olivier Gulch ard 
made an embarrassed attempt to 
brush over the affair. 

Guichard said: There is no 
mystery about the arrest and depar- 
ture of this Palestinian terrorist. On 
the one hand there was a country 
which had the right by treaty to try 
to extradite him, West Germany, but 
which did not confirm this through 
diplomatic channels. Then there was 
another country, Israel, which had 
no right at all to do so. And that's the 
end of it." 

Questioned by a French radio 
reporter. Guichard added: "You can 


never be fast enough over an arrest. 
As for the legal handling of the af- 
fair. it was normal that it should be 
dealt with relatively quickly. And 
that is what. happened.” 

Yesterday, Israel Ambassador 
Mordechai Gazit left tor Jerusalem 
after being recalled for con- 
sultations. He told reporters before 
departing that his journey reflected 
"deeply rooted discontent by the 
Israel Government at the French 
derision.” 

He added: "We are convinced that 
our request to extradite Abu Daoud 
conformed with the agreement with 
France on thi* Issue which came into 
effect in 1971.

TEL AVIV. — Seven thousand in- 
come tax and customs employees 
walked out yesterday to' begin a 
three day strike — paralysing all 
customs sheds, the Import and ex- 
port trade, income-tax offices and 
the Finance Ministry’s other 
revenue-collecting divisions. 

The loss to the treasury (until 
collection starts again at an 
accelerated pace) is estimated at 
ILSOOm. per day. » 

The revenue collectors are deman- 
ding regrading unlinked to that of 
the 62,000 so-called “non-specific” 
civil servants, who unlike the tax- 
men never got “specific 
allowances.” They claim their 
responsibilities entitle them to a dis- 
tinct professional status of their own. 

The strike was particularly effec- 
tive yesterday at Ben-Gurion Airport, 
where travellers had a field day and 
could have filed out. of the country 
without having paid travel tax. . 

There was nobody on hand to 
check their luggage, and this may 
cause travellers difficulties when 
they come home: As they. were un- 
able to receive- any certificates on 
the optical or electric equipment 
they carried out, they may be asked 
to pay customs on these items when 
they return. 

There was also nobody to check 
out air freight, and the customs 


_jht terminal here — as 
elsewhere — remained dosed. 

Tpcbme-t&x siajf committee 
member Yosef SOberman reiterated 
yesterday the revenue collectors’ 
claim tor more pay and separate 
grading. “Whenever we got a raise 
all thdoiher civil servants got one as 
well — but when they received some 
extra money we never received 
any," he said. 

The three-day strike was called at 
a taxmen’s rally in Haifa on Tuesday 
— the third such event the men had 
staged this week. They bad held 
meetings on Sunday and Monday In 
■ Jerusalem and Tel Aviv, practical- 
ly stopping all revenue-collecting 
there on those days. 

The strikers’ staff committee has 
already decided to secede' from the 
National Civil Servants Union and 
set up a separate taxmen's union. 
This would remain In the Histadrut. 

The men are due to meet 
tomorrow with the Ministerial Wage 
Committee in Jerusalem. The out- 
come of these talks will be crucial. It 
is understood that the revenue 
collectors may walk out an a con- 
tinued strike unless their principal 
demands are met at the meeting. 

The spokesman for the Finance 
Ministry told a radio reporter here 
yesterday that the ministry would 
not ask tor any back-to-work orders 
against the strikers until the out- 
come of the meeting is known.

Yadlin still 'weak’

TEL AVIV. — Suspended Kapat 
Hottm head Asher Yadlin complain- 
ed of weakness and strong chest 
pains yesterday, according to his 
friend Talla Llvni who bad visited 
him at Raiifnmwi Hospital. 

Yadlin, charged December IS with 
fraud and taking bribes, was 
’transferred to the hospital from Abu 
Kablr jail last Tuesday. 

He is scheduled to appear in court 
January 17 when he win be per- 
mitted to respond to the charges 
read against him. 


New head for Zim 


Freedom of the press is a fun- 
damental right, but not an absolute 
one. Justice Minister Haim Zadok 
declared yesterday. He said fMa in 
agreeing in the Knesset to a full- 
fledged debate on “the vile effects of 
libel, slander and gossip.” 

The debate was requested by 
Shlomo Lorincz of the Tara Front 
wbo wants to explore such ideas as a 
strong curb on the press for a ‘trial 
period’ and a ban on the publication 
of the names of suspects until they 
are convicted. 

Lorincz did not conceal the fact 
that he -had been motivated by the 
feeling that the recent suicide by 
Housing Minister Avrah&m' Ofer 
may have been linked to the growing 
wave of press reports suggesting .. 
Ofer had been Involved in 
questionable land deals. 

Quoting from a Talmud! cal ex- 
egesis of the Book of Ezekiel, 
Lorincz said the destruction of the 
Temple had been caused by — among 
other things — “people who dine and 
wine together bat at the same time 
stab each other to death with their 
tongues.” 

Lorincz asked for a House discus- 
sion on such suggestions as; a ban an 
publication of a suspect’s name prior 
to conviction “or at least In- 
dictment;” a reduction in the 
number of arrests “on the basis of 
rumours or questionable infor- " 
mation;” better police control of 
leaks to the press; stlffeningof max- 
imum punishment-levels for 
violators of the Libel Law; and a 
“strong curb— for a trial period — on 
newspapers and other news media, 
to establish what may and what may 
not be publicized.” 

Replying for. the Government, 
Zadok noted that the Law Committee 


is now considering two private 
members’ bills which would bar 
publication of a person’s name 
before indictment, unless such 
publication would be In the public in- 
terest. One of these bills is by 
Avzabam Melamed of the National 
Religious Pary Party and the other 
by Ehu d Olmert and Yedldya Be ’eri 
of the Likud . 

According to Zadok, newspaper 
editors oppose these proposed laws 
just as they opposed the Libel Law, 
which was passed 10 years ago over 
the objections of the Press Council. 

“I must admit/’ said Zadok, “the 
Libel Law has not succeeded in 
protecting the reputation and good 
name of the citizen. Trials for libel 
violations often take years and 
usually cause more unpleasantness 
than the original libel. What is more, 
the punishment prescribed by the 
law is not even meaningful.”

TEL AVIV The trial of Ludvinna 

Janssen, the Dutch woman accused 
of spying out the security 
arrangements at Ben-Gurion Airport 
In preparation for a terrorist raid, 
opened yesterday in. the District 
Court here. 

The trial started with a legal tussle 
between Janssen’s two attorneys, 
Felida. Longer and Yosef Arnou, and 
the prosecution. The attorneys 
claimed that the statements Janssen 
gave the police during her remand 
are Invalid because, as Janssen later 
claimed, they were extorted violent- 
ly by security investigators. 

As the prosecution denied this 
charge It brought Janssen’s in- 
terrogator, Sgan-Nitsav EUyahu 
Lavi, to the witness stand. He 
testified that Janssen had answered 
his questions calmly and that so 
violence or threats were used during 
the entire investigation. 

The charge sheet claims that 
Janssen, 24, had joined the “Red 
Aid” organization and had contacts 
with the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine. Her group, 
according to the charge sheet, was 
connected with the Baader-Mfeinhof 
terror gang, and had trained in the 
use of arms and explosives in a camp 
in Aden. 

Wrapped in a thick blue jersey. 
Janssen appeared nervous, alter- 
nately biting her fingernails and 
biding her bands in ter hair. She 
denies all the charges. 

Janssen told the court she had

“Instead France has abetted and 
encouraged terrorism by this feeble- 
minded gesture which is a challenge 
to justice and world morality.” 
Observers consider that the recall 
of Gazit, unique In the history of 
diplomatic ties between France and 
Israel, marks the lowest point In 
their relations since Gcn.dc Gaulle’s 
embargo on Israel’s Mirage 
warplanes on the eve of the Six Day 
War.

‘slip of tongue’ stuns

WASHINGTON. — Secretary - o£ 
State-designate Cyrus Vance Tues- 
day said that “it is clear" that "the 
legitimate interests of the PLO” 
must' be dealt with, but later 
acknowledged that hi had mis- 
spoken and said he was referring to 
“Palestinians In general, not the 
organization." 

In his first appearance before the 
Senate Foreign. Relations Com- 
mittee, Vance stunned the packed 
hearing room by saying, in response 
to a question, that the legitimate in- 
terests of the terrorist organization 
would have to be considered by the 
U.S. 

American policy has always been 
•to take into consideration the in- 
terests of Palestinian Arabs, but not 
the PLO. 

After the nearly three hours con- 
firmation hearing, Vance was press- 
ed by piuzled reporters to clarify his 
statement on the PLO. At first, he 
twice said that he had meant exactly 


what he had said. 

But when another reporter asked 
Vance whether he equates 
Palestinians and the PLO, Vance 
thought fo'r a few seconds and 
replied: “Make It Palestinians. 1 
really think X misspoke on that." 

It was clear that during the formal 
questioning, Vance had confused the 
Palestinians and the PLO, In- 
terchangeably using the two words. 

Sen. Charles Percy (RepubHcan- 
HHnolfl) had been questioning Vance 
on the Palestinian Issue when Vance 
made his slip of the tongue. Pony 
asked whether Vance h«.rf any infor- 
mation on the recent meeting In 
Paris between the PLO and non- 
governmental Israeli personal! ties. 

In reply, Vance said that he had no 
information on that meeting. But he 
then went on the say that the 
"legitimate Interests of the PLO" 
would have to be dealt with. The 
United States, he continued, would 
not deal with the PLO because It 
refuses to recognize Israel's right to 
exist. U.S. recognition of the PLO 


No rabbi at Inaugural, 
Jewish groups protest

WASHINGTON. — Leaders of the 
Jewish and Orthodox Christian com- 
munities have criticized Carter in- 
auguration organisers for not in- 
cluding a rabbi and an Orthodox 
priest in the religious'segment of the 
Inauguration of Carter and Vice 
President-elect Walter Mondale. 

The decision to have only Protes- 
tant and Rinnan Catholic clerics 
pray at the ceremony breaks with 20 
years of tradition. In 1949, a rabbi 
joined Catholic and Protestant par- 
ticipants for the first time. In 1957, 
an Orthodox archbishop was includ- 
ed in order to give symbolic 
representation to the four major 
faith groups in the U.S. 

Inauguration officials announced 
last week that United Methodist 
Bishop William Cannon of Atlanta, a 
personal friend of Carter, would give 
the Invocation and Catholic 


Archbishop John Roach of St. Paul- 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, a friend of 
Mondale, would offer the benedic- 
tion. • 

Isaac Goodfriend, a cantor from 
Atlanta, will sing the “Star Spangled 
Banner", to close the. ceremony. 

Inaugural spokesmen said the 
programme reflects Carter’s' 
wishes. 


Rabbi Marc Tanenbaum, 
ecumenical officer for the America 
Jewish Committee In New York, said 
that, as planned, “the emphasis will 
come through, that this la only & 
Christian nation.” 

"It will be seen as a message that 
Orthodox Christiana and Jews are 
not part of the business of America," 
he said. 

"A cantor Singing the ‘Star Spangl- 
ed Banner 1 la a sop to the Jews. It 
will be seen by some as a joke." 


Avalanche covers ski resort 


BERGAMO,' Italy. — An avalanche 
thundered down the Italian Alps 
north of here yesterday, burying 
several bouses and killing at least 
eight people. 

First reports from the tiny ski 
resort village of Foppolo, perched 1,- 
500 metres above sea level, said five 
or six houses had been buried 
-beneath a mass of snow and ice. 

The alarm was raised by two 


villagers who managed to battle 
through the snow to the next town. 

All telephone communications 
with the village appeared to be cut 
and police in nearby Branzl, lower 
down the •Brembo valley, were 
yesterday organising rescue 
attempts. 

One report said the avalanche was 
the first in the Foppolo area since the 
beginning of the century. (Reuter) 


Heavy damage in Africa eruption 


BRUSSELS. — Nyragongo, the se- 
cond tallest active volcano .in Africa, 
erupted on Monday In Eastern iZaire, 
spewing out lava which caused 
widespread damage. However, 
reports of up to 2,000 dead were flatly 
denied by the Zaire government 
A film crew flying over the volcano 
In a helicopter reported the lava 


stopped five kilometres from the 
toura of Goma and buried part of the 
town's airstrip, preventing rescue 
workers from flying in and virtually 
cutting communications with the 
rest of the country.

Vance said that the U.S. is com- 
mitted to supplying Israel with 
military assistance for its security. 
He also said that the U.S. has 
bilateral arms relationships with 
Saudi Arabia and Jordan. 

On the Arab economic boycott 
against Israel, the new Secretary of 
State, -who takes office on January 20 
after Carter la Inaugurated, would 
only say that the new administration 

- has not yet taken an official position 
on tbia sensitive issue. 

On Monday, Secretary of 
Commerce-designate Juanita Krepa 
said the new administration would 
support new legislation designed to 
block compliance by U.S. firms with 
the Arab boycott of Israel. Zn the 
House International Relations Com- 
mittee, four ranking members are 
already circulating such legislation 
seeking additional co-sponsors 
before formally submitting a new 
bill shortly after Carter takes office . 

Last year, the Ford administra- 
tion, in a last minute effort, 
successfully used parliamentary 
delaying tactics to block the legisla- 
tion. But Congressmen have vowed 
to reintroduce the measure this 
year. ’ They have been awaiting 
signals from Carter on the new ad- 
ministration's stand, and that was 
why Vance's ambiguous response 
yesterday - as compared to Krepa' 
more forceful statement - was being 
carefully scrutinized. 

Vance also said that he would hope 
to discuss with the 8ovtet Union a 
reduction of superpower arms 
supplies to various states in the Mid- 
dle East. He said that this was an Im- 
portant matter that had previously 
failed to get off the ground because it 
had depended on a political settle- 
ment In the region. 

Asked who he would appoint as the 
new U-S. ambassador to Israel, 
Vance said that the whole question of 
new UJS. envoys would be raised- 
only in two weeks.

HONG KONG. — The Infant ad- 
ministration of Chinese Communist 
Party Chairman Hua Kuo-Feng 
appears to be facing Its first full- 
fledged crisis after six days of sur- 
prisingly unrestrained public 
demands for changes In its lineup. 

Since lost Thursday, wall posters 
have appeared fa the centre of Pek- 
ing calling for the immediate ap- 
pointment of twice-purged party 
veteran Teng Hslao-Plng as bead of 
the government and disciplinary 
transfers for two Politburo members 
thought to be key Hua allies. 

Hua has so far failed to make a 
joint appearance with Us Politburo 
to commemorate the January 8 an- 
niversary of the death of Premier 
Chou En-Lai. Boa's press agents on 
Monday took the unusual step of 
reporting a Hua banquet appearance 
without giving its date, as If the 
Chairman was too occupied to 
appear in public but needed to keep 
his name fa the headlines. 

The wall poster demands that Pek- 
fag-Mayor Wu Teh and Peking army 
commander Chen Hsi-LIen be 
transferred out of the capital are a 
clear sign that China's political cam- 
paign against Mao Tse-TUng's dis- 
graced widow, Chlang Chfog, Is no 
longer under the foil control of the 
12 -member ruling Politburo. It In- 
stead confirms that a leadership 
debate over how to reward Teng 
and punish Chlang, which could only 
be surmised up to now from veiled 
hints fa the official media, has es- 
calated to blunt talk In the streets.

THE PEOPLE of Haifa owe a debt of 
f gratitude to Prime Minister Rabin 
j that “*e scarcely aware d£. He 
called away their mayor, Mr. Toaef 
Almogi, In mid-term, to take up a 
post of national Importance in 
■ Jerusalem. The post was Important 
for Gie Jewish people around the 
world even of International impor- 
tance. because it was only with 
as Mr. Rabin explained at the time 
that he could cooperate closely and 
smoothly. 

The consequences of this step for 
Haifa are apparent only in part. Mr 
Almogi’s transfer to the Jewish 
Agency chairmanship cut short to 
two years his expensive appren- 
ticeship as mayor. On his own frank 
admission, he knew little about 
municipal administration and had to 
go through a period of what is called 
‘on-the-job training.” He did not 
make it easy for himself, trying hard 
to live up to his pre-election 
programme of turning Haifa into the 
thriving capital of the North, a 
tourist attraction, a model of 
cleanliness, friendliness, attrac- 
tiveness etc. (the list is too long to 
print). 

In pursuit of these laudable goals 
he made' many false and, as it turns 
out now, costly starts for some of 
which the city is paying to this day. 
Had Mr. Almogi remained In Haifa 
he would most likely have spent still 
more money before graduating as an 
experienced municipal ad- 
ministrator who knows what to 
do, what is possible, and what would 
be a reasonable "Input," to borrow a 
term from the jargon of the 
economists when they want to liwir 
thecas ta of a venture with the result. 

By calling Mr. Almogi away from 
parochial service to national duty 
the Prime Minister saved Haifa's 
taxpayers much money for which, in 
these hard times, they ought to he 
grateful to him. But he also achieved 
another result which puts them into 
his debt. Mr. Almogi’s transit 
through Haifa contributed much to 
the political and civic maturation of 
the electorate and taught it a lesson 
which it is unlikely to forget at the 
forthcoming elections for the local 
authorities, whether these coincide 
with those for the Knesset on May 17 
or are held separately at the end of 
the year. - .

The Haif a electorate wHL no longer 
be as naive as It was in 1973 and will 
listen to the new candidates’ blan- 
dishments with more critical ears. It 
was given, In return tor its absolute 
majority of nearly 60 per cent, a 
cheque that bounced, and does not 
want to be had again. 

It is not only the candidate tor the 
mayor's post who will have a harder 
time wooing the voters. The political 
parties, their regional leaders, will 
have to take stock of the changed 
and chastened mood of the elec- 
torate. The Labour Party district 
with its traditional claim to the 
mayor's post and a majority In the 
municipal council is facing the 
voters with a heavy overdraft on 
their confidence. It was the Labour 
Party In 1973 which excluded Yosef 
Almogi from a ministerial post in the 
Government and exiled him to Haifa 
to win the elections there. It bears 
the responsibility for removing Mm 
again to Jerusalem, with no regard 
for the needs of the city and without 
asking Its voters there. 

The experience has certainly ad- 
vanced their political thinking. But 
the process has not gone far enough. 
They will have to ask themselves the 
basic question of whether the post of 
mayor Is or should be a political 
plum. 

What Is political about numna in p n 
local authority, water supply, educa- 
tion, cleaning services, townplan- 
ning. collecting local rates, street 
building and lighting, traffic 
regulation? Is all this not rather like 
the work of an executive of a large 
business enterprise who is 
answerable to his board of directors 
and shareholders? 

If that mayor-executive also has a 
gift tor public relations, public 
speaking and Is generally a cultured 
person, all the better.- But a mere 
appetite for public relations and a 
gift for pleasing the public by telling 
it what it wants to hear, without a 
sincere dedication to service, will 
sooner or later -be- found out. 

Uncoupling the municipal ''Elec- 
tions from those for the Knesset by 


law is not enough. They must also be 
uncoupled in the migds of the 
citizens because they are essentially 
different in purpose. 

The civic maturing process must 
go on until the citizens understand 
that the duties of a local authority 
head, whether mayor or local coun- 
cil chairman, are in substance non- 
political and should not be the 
business of the political parties at 
all. These have usurped local affairs 
and turn municipal and local coun- 
cils Into political playgro unds tor 
reasons of power, prestige for 
. the plums they can. If successful, 
harvest and distribute to their 
faithfuls. 

Local elections should be con- 
tested by individuals on the strength 
of their personal qualifications, like 
efficiency, integrity, devotion etc., 
not of the membership of one or the 
other political party that backs them 
and pays their election campaign. 
Up and down the country we have 
seen bad mayors and council 
members belonging to most of the 
national political parties, and no 
credit to them. 


. A small Haifa Bayside community 
of 25,000, Klriat Bialik, has displayed 
a civic maturity that should serve as 
a model to the rest of the country. 
Since 1950 a local list there has been 
returned at every election. The "For 
Klriat Bialik” list. Is affiliated to no 
party, but fought by all of them 
unsu ccessfully so far, because the 
town (to which status it was recently 
elevated) is very well run and the 
residents are satisfied with the quali- 
ty of Hfe there. 

In mid-1973 local council chairman 
(now mayor) Zvi Karlin er asked the 
director-general of the Interior 
Ministry for an allocation of money 
from the State fund tor political par- 
ties, on the grounds that all the other 
lists benefit from that fund. Instead 
of approving a grant, however small, 
on the grounds of equity and fair 
play, instead of encouraging i^ ai 
civic consciousness and * keeping 
national politics out of a local 
government, the director-general 
refused on the legal plea that the 
funds were meant only tor parties 
represented In the Knesset. Ap- 
parently he was not so sure this was 
true, for right after Karliner's 
application the law was changed and 
the exclusive rights of national par- 
ties to State finance better assured in 
law. 

The writing on; the wall is easy to ' 
read: all help to the vested political 
Interests, none to the citizens.

Trials of building your own house 


The local council, in our case the 
Zevulun council, lays down the 
building restrictions that control the 
appearance, height, sanitary and 
safety provisions of your dream 
housed It la advisable to have your 
lawyer advise you on all the local 
rules, aa well as on development 
plans concerning road construction 
and industrialization. 

Since councils meet fairly 1»- 
. frequently, it pays to find out when 
their’ next meeting is and to make 
sure plans reach their office well In 
advance of that date. 


TABU 

The Tabu Land Registry Office, 
often described as the last straw that 
breaks the oleVe bach, is ** 
anacronysm left over from Turkish 
times. One piece of advice — try not 
to set foot In there. Get your solicitor 
to do all the dirty work (that's what 
he's paid for) , and if necessary, give 
him power of attorney. 

The Land Registry will not only 
register your land, but also your 
mortgages. You will need the Tabu 
tor building permission and for get- 
ting your Jewish Agency loan or 
other mortgages. The banks will not 
give you money before the land and . 
the xnortages have been registered. 
Tabu will not register them before 
all the taxes (Council. JNF, property 
tax. etc.) have been paid, and will 
require evidence of such. Let your 
solicitor sort It all out. 


FINANCING 

Now lets talk about fi na n cing . Aa a 
rough guide, in 1976 it cost about 
02,500 per square metre to build. 
This is besides taxes and dues such 
aa JNF fees, local council fees, fees 
at Tabu (new immigrants exempt). 
There are payments to the engineer, 
ar ch itect and solicitor. Then there 
are plumbing and electricity connec- 
tion charges, and property tax 
{(mas rectvush)) only after comple- 
tion. 

I cant think of any more charges 
.and fees, though Tm sure there must 
*be. 

Now, how can you raise that large 
sun of money? Let’s take for exam- 
ple, a 120 sq.m, house costing IL300.- 
000 to build. If you go to a contractor, 
he will require 60 per cent of this sum 
only to start building. Le., HA 80, 000. 
If you have It, all well and good. If 
not, unfortunately, the Jewish Agen- 
cy will not advance money on a 
property that doesn't exist. It only 
gives a mortgage for building under

The outer shell of houses is 
generally made from a mixture ot 
reinforced concrete for .supporting 
frames on the cast reinforced piles, 
and porous /‘blocks’* that are 
cemented into the gaps. Blocks are 
cheap and cement is expensive. The 
radio of one of to the other win deter- 
mine both the soundness and the cost 
of your house. 

Bricks and stone are co nsider ed 
luxuries here. 

Floors are made of pressed- 
marble tiles. Roofs are usually flat, 
with a double thickness of reinforced 
concrete and block. They are in- 
sulated with a triple layer of 
fireglass and asphalt. 

The plumbing la generally poor 
because copper fittings are too ex- 
pensive and galvanized steel pipes 
are used. There are two disadvan- 
tages here. One Is that the local 
galvanizing Is not always of the best 
quality, and the second la that com- 
monly the pipes are buried In the 
concrete. Israel's particularly cor- 
rosive atmosphere {especially sear 
the sea), combined with the cor- 
rosive nature of the high-chlorine 
concrete used here, can cause early 
leaking of the pipes, repairing them 
inside the concrete can be a nasty 
thing. 

Windows and doors made with 
ahnnfnfum profiles are becoming 
very popular, because they do not 
corrode or fade in the sun. They are 
also immune to attacks by insects, 
which can damage wooden windows. 
Anodized frames give an even better 
corrosion resistance. Since timber is 
fairly expensive here, there is really 
not very much difference in costs. 
Internal doors are usually made of 
wood. 

It is weQ'to consult the Electric 
Corporation early, and frequently to 
ensure a smooth connection. Three- 
phase connections are available 
are advisable if, like most olim, you 
have a large number of appliances. 
They are putin with little extra cost. 
Don't f or ge t to Include telephone 
points. 

Well, if like us, you have got this 
far, are atm sane, you might 
start the more enjoyable processes, 
such as buying the sanitary units, 
ordering the kitchen cupboards, 
built-in wardrobes, the heating and 
airconditioning, and finally, rfnfrng 
the garden... doing the garden?

ROME. — A fierce row has broken 
out between the Vatican and critics 
who claim that the Roman Catholic 
Church is aiding and abetting illegal 
property speculation in the city of 
Rome. 

A frozxVpage article in the Vatican 
newspaper L’Osservatore Romano 
signed by the deputy editor, Don 
Virgiliq, Levi, calls the allegations 
"irresponsible and a distortion of the 
truth". But the Holy See, which owns 
shout a quarter of the real estate In 
the city of Rome, stands accused of 
encouraging, perhaps unwittingly, a 
20th sack at Rome by real estate 
speculators. 

A recent issue of the Italian weekly 
L’JBvsropeo came out with an indict- 
ment of Vatican policy, or - rather 
lack of policy, towards the large 
number of deals in recent years 
between religious orders in Rome 
and get-rich-qulck property 
speculators. Scores at ancient con- 
vents, palaces, schools and 
monasteries, and hundreds of acres 
of church laud have been sold at 
knock-down prices to help the 
ecclesiastical' authorities fight infla- 
tion. h’Suropea published ■ a 
catalogue of four closely-printed 
pages of church properties in Rome 
together with an account of some 
highly questionable alleged deals 
between religious orders and real es- 
tate sharks. 

Naivete rather than cupidity 
seems to be the hallmark of many of 
these deals. Scores of former 
ecclesiastical palaces have changed 
hands in the past five years. They 
have been gutted and turned into 
mini-flats for which exorbitant rents 
of up to *300 a. month are demanded. - 
Most of these conversions have been^ 
and are being carried out wtfhouF" 
any planning permission. 

The Vatican's answer to ac- 
cusations of connivance in real es- 
tate speculation is that the hundreds 
of religious orders which have their 
headquarters in Rome are indepen- 
dent bodies, with the right to dispose 
of their properties as they think fit 

The Vatican newspaper article 
published in reply to L’Bhtropeo’s ac- 
cusations said that many religious 
organizations with headquarters in 
Rome might consider a transfer 
abroad, where they “might find that 
respect and consideration that are 
essential for the carryingout of .their 
activities in the service of the com- 
munity." 


All religious organizations in Italy 
are exempted from tax on rents and 
on transfers of property under the 
Laterazr pacts signed between Mus- 
solini and Pope Pius XI in 1929. 
This treaty has come under heavy 
fire from civil-rights supporters and 
the Italian Government is negotiating 
with the Vatican for a wholesale 
revision of the Concordat in order to 
.bring It up to date with current 
economic realities. 

The newly -appointed Communist 
Mayor of Rome, Professor Carlo 
Giulio Axgan, met Pope Paul when 
he palled at the Vatican to present 
the traditional New Year greetings 
of. the city. He reminded the Pope 
that Rome is "the most indebted and 
impoverished city in Italy", and said 
.that the new council was going to 
lead a crusade against those respon- 
sible for the latest sack of Rome. 

He asked the Church to collaborate 
with the civil authorities . for the 
betterment of the decaying social 
fabric of the city*. 

The Vicar-General of Rome, Car- 
dinal PolettI, organized a meeting of 
city councillors, church dignitaries, 
social workers and architects three 
years ago to try to analyse the city's 
housing problems . The shortcomings 
of a whole, generation of Christian 
Democrat fathers in letting Rome 
fall prey to real estate speculators 
were freely admitted by the 
ecclesiastical authorities, but there 
has been no follow-up to this one in- 
itiative. . (Ofns) 


Big increase in 
building activity 
*<-eirtfee j W est Bank 


Building starts on the West Bank 
increased about 60 per cent between 
1973 and 1975, while they decreased 
by 25 per cent within the “green 
line" over the same period, recent 
statistics reveal. 

Construction activity in the West 
Bank has been on the increase since 
1971. While In that year new con- 
struction came to 232,000 square 
metres, that figure grew more than 
two-and-a-half fold In five years, to 
reach 580,000 sqan. In 1975. 

In the first half' of 1076 a total of 
820,000 sqjn. of building was started, 
over 50,000 sq jn. more than during 
the same period In 1975.

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His master’s voice 

IT IS RATHER EASY to dismiss Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Ismail Fahmy as a Are- eating buffoon who cannot shake off the 
habit of playing war-games. Fahmy sounds so often so out of 
tune with his boss. President Sadat, that he is apt to strike some 
of his listeners, especially those In the West, cub a freak accident. 

While Sadat never ceases to conjure up virions of a Middle 
East peace, however attenuated they may be in substance. 
Fahmy tirelessly piles up absured conditions as obstacles cm the 
road to a settlement — such as a 50-year ban on &llya to Israel. 
While Sadat regularly assures foreign visitors of his aversion to 
war, Fahmy repeatedly warns of the possibility of a renewal of 
hostilities.. 

In an address to the joint foreign relations and security com- 
mittee of the Egyptian Parliament, on Tuesday, Fanmy again 
talked of war with Israel — if diplomatic efforts fail to result in a 
final settlement. On Arab terms, that is. 

This kind of threat is, of course, a patent violation not only of 
the spirit but of the letter of Egypt’s unequivocal undertaking in 
the Interim accord of September 1975. In Article 1 of the agree- 
ment Egypt (and Israel) agreed that the conflict “shall not be 
resolved "by military force but by peaceful means." On the 
narrowest interpretation, this commitment was to remain in 
force * for three-jand-a-half years, until early 1979. 

Yet, judging by Fahmy, Egypt will not hesitate to tear up its 
pledge as soon as it determines that doing so is practicable, and 
will serve its interests best. 

Is there any reason to believe that Fahmy represents a par- 
ticularly warlike school of thought, rather than the settled 
policy of the Egyptian Government? Of course not The Egyp- 
tian President may employ his Foreign Minister as a 
marionette to voice bis more stridently belligerent notions, but 
the voice is still his own. He, and he alone, is the boss. 

Indeed a for more serious violation of the Sinai accord than 
the Fahmy speech was perpetrated by Sadat himself in the 
revival of the joint military command with Syria and Jordan, 
two months ago. 

The agreement did allow Egypt to take up arms in the defence 
of Syria, if it were attacked; an eventuality which, needless to 
say, was not contemplated by Israel. The new-military com- 
mand signals readiness to start war again, not to counter any 
military provocation but as a means of achieving Arab national 
purposes. Even during the life of the agreement. 

To be sure, readiness is not necessarily Intent, and Egypt’s 
apologists may argue that it largely serves as a means of 
pressuring Israel — and the U.S., to press Israel — to accept a 
settlement on Arab terms. But these terms — . total Israeli 
withdrawal In exchange for an Arab declaration of non- 
belligerence — add up to a wholly unacceptable surrogate for 
peace. Readiness and intent may therefore be separated by lit- 
tle more than the estimate at the prospects of success in making 
another war. 

For all that, the conclusion of the Sinai accord need not be 
regretted. Nor would it be wise to ignore the recent changes in 
the Arab mood echoed anew by the high-level Norwegian 
delegation now visiting here. But by the same token It would be 
highly imprudent to dJamtaw warlike talk from Cairo as merely 
an exercise in diplomacy. 

A victory for the engineers 

THE ENGINEERS have been patient negotiators compared 
with other unions, and their confidence in the use of proper, for- 
mal procedures is now vindicated. The labour court has 
pronounced that they are entitled to a rise in pay — but on cer- 
tain very specific conditions. 

The concept adopted could be called the rate-f or-the- job . 
Engineers who hold posts that are responsible enough or 
technical enough to require full engineering qualifications 
should be paid more than the wage for the present engineers’ 
grade. In other words, the salary is attached to the job per- 
formed, not to the academic certificate brandished. 

This should be taken into account when considering the reac- 
tion of the technicians. Their union has been a plague to the 
engineers, owing to its insistence on linkage with the salaries of . 
their professional superiors. Its secretary, Zalman Shenkman, 
states that whatever the engineers get, the technicians will de- 
mand, because, he says, the technicians do the,same jobs' and ' 
they have just as many years of study to their credit. 

This claim to equality Is, of course, not jiritified. The 
engineers are university graduates, the technicians are not. It is 
true that some technicians do engineers’ work In Israel, and 
many engineers do technicians’ work. The first necessity is to 
disentangle this overlap. 

Meanwhile all parties should take a step back, and try to see 
the problem in perspective. The Barkai committee did not 
recommend that persons doing non^professlonal jobs should get 
a raise. The subject of the report is differentials. If all the unions 
demand the same preferment as the engineers, the subject is no 
longer differentials, it is wage policy. 

The confusion between the two concepts has been with us for a 
long time. It lies behind the endless spiral of wage increases, . 
one. union chasing the other — which ends up in inflation rather 
than Improved living standards. . 

Mr. Shenkman should take note that not all doctors have got a 
wage boost, only doctors in hospital wards. Not all engineers 
will rate the new bonus (whose size has yet to be negotiated), 
only those performing a job that requires full academic 
qualifications. 

The Barkai committee recommendations are confined to per- 
sons with a university degree, and as such may be relevant to 
kindred professional groups, like the biochemists and the 
microbiologists. But if all ranks In the public service get the 
same advancement, then the cash increment will be eroded by 
higber prices. No one will benefit in the end. The incentive to 
potential candidates for senior posts will be lost And the dribble 
of people with top qualifications away from Government 
employ will continue unabated.

TUB A&J3 of personal politics which 
bos been sidling in through the back 
door of Israel's politics for some 
elections now, is finally upon us. This 
Is the message implicit in Mr, Peres 
defiance of Prime Minister Rabin; in 
the Yadin-Shinui challenge from out- 
side the system, and even in the 
changes going on inside the Likud. 

To be sure, personal politics — In 
the sense of personal competition for 
power through elections — is ot-the 
core of all electoral politics in 
Western democracies. There Is. 
however, a tacit assumption among 
the Israeli politicians concerned that 
it is impermissible to admit this fact 
too openly. To do so. it is commonly 
believed, is to court a loss of support 
among a Large part of the electorate 
who are said to expect a more saintly 
mien from their would-be leaders. 

Nowhere among Western 
democracies has the facade of party 
platform and party Image, put up to 
obscure the seemingly "brutal" core 
of Individual competition for power, 
been stronger than in Israel. The 
adamant denial of the personal ele- 
ment in politics, and the insistent 
glorification of ideology, are a half- 
century-old projection of the politics 
of both Left and Right of East and 
Central Europe, whence our political 
founding-fathers came. 

Our electoral politics were more 
ideological than personal in the pre- 
State FwAttu period when there was 
no state power worth contending 
over. After the foun ding of Israel. 


The coming national election 
campaign will centre around the 
personalities of the leading C£pi- ; 


didates, anil not party issues. 
This is both welconie and in- 
evitable, says YOSEF GOELL. 


when the number of true believers - 
within and outside the parties declin- 
ed precipitously, electoral cam-- 
palgna tended to gravitate around 
leading personalities more than 
around the issues. Israel's first real 
campaign manager, Mapai's Yosef 
Almogi. came up with the slogan of 
"Say Yes to the Old Man,” referring 
to Ben-Guhno,back In 2959. When Btn- 
Gurion split with Mapal in 1965, whaf 
saved the election . for the newly 
formed Mapki-Ahdut Ha'avoda 
Alignment was the "Citizens for 
Eshkol" slogs! and organization. 

MORE RECENTLY the new trend 
received ite formal legitimation in 
the law providing for the persons! 
election of maybrs. The first round of 
elections undertthls law — not coun- 
ting the December 1975 election in 

Nazareth — wil he held this year. 

The ancient Ifacade has- by no 
means entirely! collapsed. This ex- 
plains some of (the arguments ad- 
duced by the olAtiind Labour Party 
leadership in an attempt to dissuade 
Mr. Peres fromOaunthing his can-, 
didacy. Characteristically, the big 
gun mobilized injjhisi effort, which 
proved futile, was former Prime 
Minister Go Ida Metr. 

The most portentous sign of the 


changing tiraea, however, came this 
week from -what should have been 
(be very Temple of Labour, the par- 
ty’s branch in Ihud H&klbbutzim 
Vehakvutzot. At its meeting at kib- 
butz Kiryat Ana vim the branch 
council rejected by a large majority 
a proposal by supporters of Prime 
Minister Rabin that "competition 
over the party's candidate for 
Premier... is inconsistent with the 
requirements of party unity.” . 

It was thus all the more odd to see 
newiydeclared candidate Shimon 
Peres, on Tuesday's Moked televi- 
sion programme, parrying every 
attempt by his interviewer to get 
him to explain why he thinks he' 
would be better in the post than Mr. 
Rabin. The result of the Interview 
was a blandness which left many 
viewers puzzled as to why Mr. Peres 
was bothering to mount his' 
challenge at all. 

ONE GETS A BETTER understan- 
ding of the problems confronting Mr. 
Peres when one views their passible 
solution in stages, as Mr. Feres 
himself undoubtedly does. The 
Defence Minister's first task it to get 
his party's nomination. It Is not the 
public at large that will give or deny 
him the nod. but the 6Q0-:Odd 


members of the Labour Party's Cen- 
tral Committee to be elected by next 
month’s convention. 

In lobbying for the party's vote 
Mr. Peres and his supporters have 
been highlighting the purely per- 
gonal theme. The' major argument 
they are using is that Peres Is 
definitely better than Rabin in at 
least one crucial respect: Rabin, 
they say, will lead the party to a 
catastrophic electoral defeat, while 
Feres' more stable and polished 
public performance will minimize 
the party’s inevitable loss of Knesset 
seats in the May elections. 

This argument, however, can only 
be advanced in a minor key, and in 
private, for fear of setting off such 
an emotional reaction by Rabin's 
supporters In the party, and by the 
party Old Guard, as to lead to d split. 
Mr. Peres has thus been going to 
enormous lengths to prove how 
regular a Party Regular he really is. 
Part of the strategy would also seem 
to .be to goad Mr. Rabin and his 
associates Into personal attacks on 
Peres, so that Rabin and not Peres 
would bear the onus of being the first 
to set off a party free-for-all.

THE TRAGEDY of Avraham Ofer 
has brought into question the role of 
the police — and of the instruments 
of criminal justice, In general — as a 
means of administrative control. 
This Is a much broader issue than 
that of possible abuse by the police of 
their authority. It is the question of 
the abuse o/the police, by imposing 
on them functions which they are un- 
sulted to perform. 

A warning flag should have been 
hoisted when the police were given 
the job of finding out who had leaked 
the Amoco Memorandum, dealing 
with drilling rights of the Egyptian- 
American company, in the Gull of 
Suez, to the press.:Could senior civil 
servants be under a cloud of suspi- 
cion heavy enough to warrant their 
submission to lie-detector tests, but 
not seriously enough to require their 
transfer, suspension, or dismissal? 
Could the Individuals involved be ex- 
pected to work together as a team 
after such an experience? 

True, Yitzhak Rabin had learned a 
lesson from Richard Nixon’s error in 
organizing a private police unit, the 
so-called plumbers, to plug leaks of 
security secrets to the press. But 
that was not the only, or. even the 
principal, error to be avoided. Nixon 
had taken on private mercenaries as 
an investigative .force because the 
public law-enforcement agencies 
were not suitable instruments for up- 
holding norms of political and ad- 
ministrative loyalty. It was simply 
not a job for police, regular or 
Irregular. 

Resort to the Instrumentalities of 
cr iminal justice means that the or- 
dinary methods of civil control have 
failed. When a cooperative effort, 
such as administrative or 
governmental teamwork. Is involved 
the principal means of controlling 
deviant behaviour Is by promoting 
mutual confidence. Police interven- 
tion can hardly serve as a substitute 
for trust. It may, however, serve as a 
certain means of destroying any 
trust that may exist. 

When John Profumo, Minister of 
State for War in the Macmillan „ 
Cabinet, came under suspicion of 
misconduct involving a serious 
breach of security, he made a state- 
ment to the Prime Minister and to 
the House of Commons denying the 
allegations. Given a tradition of 
public confidence, bis statement was ' 
accorded -full fafth and credit. This 
was the only course possible, If. 
colleagulal relations in government, 
essential In a parliamentary 
democracy, were to be preserved. 

THE PROFUMO AFFAIR, however, 
was the atypical case In which the 
Minister proved undeserving of the 
trust unreservedly extended him. 


PERHAPS the most unexpected 
thing to be. revealed by poet Halm 
Guri during a luncheon address in 
Tel Aviv last week had to do with 
Karl Marx and Jerusalem. 

Guri was telling his audience— the 
Israel Bar Association— -that young 
Israelis were very ignorant about the 
country’s history over the past 
“wonderful 100 years of Jewish re- 
birth in Israel’ Many young soldiers 
to whom he bad lectured, he com- 
mented, did not know that for over a 
century Jerusalem has hadfa Jewish 
majority. 

"The late Moshe Sneb once wrote 
me a note In which he quoted Karl 
Marx -on the subject. In 3855 Marx 
visited Jerusalem as a war cor- 
respondent {presumably wbiie 
covering the Crimean War) and 
described the poverty of the 8000 
Jews among the 15,000 inhabitants of 
the city." S.S.

When the press uncovered (although 
did not at first publish) information 
Impugning his veracity, the shock 
was not in Profumo ’a adultery but in 
his violation of the trust of his 
colleagues and of the House of Com- 
mons. 

The contrast with practice in the 
case of Avraham Ofer is striking. No 
question was put to Ofer in the 
Knesset, but rather to the Minister of 
Police. There appears to have been 
no assumption, even on the part of 
his political allies, that the word of a 
Cabinet Minister was entitled to & 
higher degree of credence, barring 
evidence to the contrary, than that of 
his accusers. . 

Yitzhak Rabin was unquestionably 
motivated by a dread of even the 
suspicion of a cover-up. One may 
detect In It as well an over-reaction 
to the methods of the pre-State 
Yishuv, in which the ethic of toe 
public mission, the schlihut, was the 
principal, often toe only, guarantee 
of proper conduct. In the pre- 
independence era, the police and the 
courts were Instruments of foreign 
domination. But they were not only 
taboo; they were also largely un- 
needed. Public opinion supplied a 
sanction as powerful and as effective 
as any that toe unavailable in*-, 
atruments of criminal justice could’ 
offer. 

Indeed, the sanction of public opi- 
nion and the importance of one’s 
reputation were, so important that 
there was considerable reluctance to 
publish results of even proven 
wrongdoing. In 1927 a special com- 
mittee of inquiry concluded that 
some Hlstadrut employees had 
received salaries and other benefits 
In violation of the pifevailing 
egalitarian principles. This was the 
first major case of corruption in 
Yishuv annals Involving the labour 
movement. Ben-Gurion and other 
top leaders refused to permit 
publication of the report or dis- 
closure ol toe names of toe in- 
dividuals involved, arguing that they 


would have no alternative .
